The six election judges and clerks 
of one Twenty-fourth Ward pre- 
cinct — including Miss Jeanne 
Blythe, president of the St. Louis 
League of Women  Voters—“re- 


signed” yesterday following a con- 
ference with members of _ the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
concerning an irregularity in the 
manner of tabulating votes cast 
in the primary election March 7. 
As explained to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter by Charles M. Hay, chair- 
man of the board, the irregularity 
was that the precinct officials split 
into two teams to count the ballots, 
and, because-there were not enough 


judges and clerks to go around, 
drafted the policeman assigned to 
the polling place to fill in one of 
the teams. 

The law and the instructions reg- 
ularly issued by the Election Board 
require all precinct officials to par- 
ticipate in the counting of all bal- 
lots. 

The precinct in which Miss Blythe 
served as Democratic judge was the 
Sixty-third in the Twenty-fourth 
Ward. Its polling place was in a 
cleaning shop at 6337 Clayton ave- 
nue. 

“What they did,” Hay explained, 
“was to adopt a procedure to save 
time, something I fear precinct of- 
ficials sometimes resort to. Two 
judges of opposite political parties 
counted the Democratic ballots, and 
the two clerks, of opposite parties, 
tallied these votes as the judges 
called them off. The other two 
judges, of opposite political parties, 
counted the Republican ballots, and 
they were tallied by the police- 
man.” 

Hay said the resignations were 
voluntary. He was emphatic in as- 
serting that the board had no evi- 
dence of any fraud or miscounting 
of ballots in the precinct, although 
there was what he termed the “‘ir- 
regularity” in procedure.

duction men out of work and has 
delayed construction of 25 destroy- 
ers for the United States Navy and 
powder mill operations, 

About 25 men reported for work 
shortly after noon and 300 others 
were expected later in the day. But 
the CIO refused to allow its men 
to go to work. Strikers ‘were 
massed at the gates. Twelve who 
previously had been permitted to 
get defense goods out of the ship- 
ping room were ordered out. The 
CIO said the strike would continue 
until the union acts at. its own 
meeting Saturday morning. 

The Government’s order was dis- 
patched from’ Washington by Sec- 
retary of Navy Knox and William 
yesterday. plying by telegram, 
the company said today: 

“We are complying immediately 
with the request which you have 
made in the interest of national de- 
fense, All of our employes are be- 
ing notified to report for work. 
Some are being called in for work 
this afternoon so that the plant 
may be in full operation by tomor- 
row (Friday) morning. 

To Continue Negotiations. 


“As you suggest, negotiations will 
be continued with the union bar- 
gaining committee (representing 
Local 248 of the CIO United Auto- 
mobile Workers Union) while all 
men are at work, and such pay in- 
creases as are finally agreed upon 
will be made retroactive to the day 
operations are resumed.”

Addressing a group of strikers 
outside the plant gates, Harold 
Christoffel, CIO local president, 
said anyone returning ta work to- 
day, or before the union voted on 
the question, would lose his job. 

“Only one group in the nation 
can call off this strike,” Christoffel 
declared. “Only the Allis-Chalmers 
workers can do it. They will be 
given the opportunity and until 
then nobody goes to work.

Lambert and Charles Kutz, State 
mediator, were together during the 
luncheon recess of the conference. 
Earlier, Lambert had heightened 
expectations of a crowd outside the 
closed conference room with the 
words, “You can expect something 
big to happen today.” 

Lambert and Kutz remained out- 
side the meeting, but within call. 
Two instances of violence were 
reported at a distance from the 
plant and outside the area guarded 
by Pennsylvania State police, who 
moved in Tuesday night because of 
wholesale outbreaks. A brick was 
thrown through a store window, 
three blocks from the plant, and an 
automobile was reported over- 
turned. 

As the negotiations held the cen- 
ter of attention here, pickets under 
the supervision of State police were 
reduced to 12 at each gate and the 
management asserted “more than 
85 per cent of the regular force are 
at work.” 

Fifty women, members of the 


CIO, appeared at the main gate 
and paraded for half an hour. 

They carried signs proclaiming 
sympathy with the SWOC strike 
and cheered the pickets. Police of- 
fered no objection. 

Elsewhere in the B@thlehem pic- 
ture: The CIO Industrial Union 
of Marine and Shipbuilding Work- 
ers of America at New York called 
a meeting for Friday afternoon of 
workers in three big Bethlehem

Parent Utility, Seeking Dis- 
position Under Integra- 
tion Act, Would Sell Con- 
cern to the County.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Dis- 
position of the St. Louis County 
Water Co. may be taken up by the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion on April 14, it was announced 
today, after a brief hearing on an. 
application by the United Gas Im- 
provement Co. for a decision as to 
what it should do to conform to the 
Public Utility Holding Company 
Act of 1935. 
United Gas Improvement, with 
assets of $846,000,000, is a subsidi- 
ary of the United Corporation and 
is parent company of the Common- 
wealth Utilities Corporation, of 
which the St. Louis County Water 
Co. is one of 10 subsidiaries. The 
commission has tentatively ruled 
that there is no basis for the re- 
tention of properties of Common- 
wealth Utilities in the UGI system. 

The chief operations of UGI are 
centered in Southeastern Pennsyl- 
vanian, Connecticut, Maryland and 
Delaware. It has gas companies in 
Concord and Manchester, N. H., and 
owns an interest in gas and electric 


{utilities in New Jersey and Illinois. 


All subsidiaries. of Commonwealth 
Utilities, with the exception of St. 
Louis County Water, are ice and 
cold storage companies. One is the 
Springfield Ice and Refrigerating 
Co. of Springfield, Mo. The others 
are situated in Arizona, Oklahoma, 
Kansas and Kentucky. From New 
Hampshire to Arizona, UGI rules a 
domain nearly 3000 miles in extent. 
John H. Houser, SEC attorney in 
the case, stated, after the hearing, 
that the commission has no inten- 
tion at present to break up Com-/|°© 
monwealth Utilities, which is re- 
garded as a practicable area for an 
“integrated public utility system” 
under the meaning of the act. 
Thus, one alternative for St. Louis 
County Water Co. may be to con- 
tinue as a subsidiary of Common- 
wealth Utilities, after the latter has 
been separated from the UGI sys- 
tem. 
The other is possible purchase of 
the company by St. Louis County, 
which is considering this step. Wil- 
liam W. Bodine, president of UGI, 
who was present at the hearing, 
remarked that, if the commission 
ordered the sale of St. Louis County 
Water Co., the parent corporation 
would be glad to examine an offer 
of purchase by the county. 
“That is,” he added ,“if the coun- 
ty will meet a price based on our’ 
investment.” He said that about 
$4,500,000 had been spent, chiefly 
on new pumping and filtration 
plants, and miles of pipes. Com- 
missioners Eicher, Healy and Pike 
sat at the hearing, which was con- 
fined to the reading of a statement 
by UGI lawyers concerning the 
status of its Connecticut holdings.

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EGAN INDICTMENT 
INVALID, COUNSEL 
ARGUES IN COURT 


Contends Individual Does 
Not Come Under Corrupt 
Practices Section of Hold- 


ing Company Act. 


An indictment charging the Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri and Louis 
H. Egan, its former president, with 
violations of and conspiracy to vio- 
late the corrupt practices section 
of the Holding Company Act was 
‘attacked on constitutional and other 
grounds by counsel in arguments 
on demurrers today before United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore. 

Thomas Bond, attorney for Egan, 
argued that the corrupt practices 
section of the Holding Company 
Act, which makes it unlawful for 
registered holding companies or 
their subsidiaries to contribute to 
political parties, candidates or com- 
paigns is repugnant to the Fifth 
and the Tenth amendments to the 
Federal Constitution. 

He argued also for dismissal of 
the charges against his client on 
the ground that an individual does 
not come under the provisions of 
the Holding Company Act; that 
even if the law should be construed 
to include an individual officer or 


in failing to state that funds al- 
leged to have been contributed for 
political purposes were those of the 
corporation; that the conspiracy 
count in the indictment is so vague 
that it does not meet the require- 
ments of. the Constitution, the 
statutes and the common law. 

J. Wesley McAfee, for Union 
Electric Co., argued that facts al- 
leged against the company do not 
constitute a crime. He denied that 
the corporation acted as a “con- 
spirator,” saying he did not think 
“the victim of a conspiracy can be 
considered a part of it.” The com- 
pany has suits pending against 
three former officers for account- 
ing in connection with use of po- 
litical funds. 

United States District Attorney 
Harry C. Blanton upheld the Gov- 
ernment’s position in a short argu- 
ment. At the conclusion he was 
allowed 15 days for filing a brief 
and defense attorneys will have 10 
days thereafter for reply briefs. 
One count in the indictment, re- 
turned Jan. 17, charges Egan and 
the company with conspiracy to vio- 
late the Holding Company Act, and 
seven counts charge specific vio- 
lations. Grand jury action grew 
out of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission investigation which 
disclosed collection and use of a 
large political slush fund by the 
company when Egan was its presi- 
dent. He was removed May 15, 
1939. . 
Each count carries a maximum 
penalty, on convictior, of $10,000 
fine, and in the case of an individ- 
ual such fine and imprisonment for 
two years,

City $482,000. 

Max G. Baron, president of the 
St. Louis Board of Education, told 
the committe State school funds 
had increased from $5,164,357 for 
the 1930-31 school year, during 
which the present apportionment 
system became effective, to $13,456,- 
816 for the 1939-40 school. year. 

Despite this $8,292,459 increase in 
the 10-year period, he said, the 
share of the St. Louis schools had 
increased only $3449. He failed to 
mention that St. Louis, with 21 per 
cent of the State’s population, re- 
ceived only $654,646, or 4.4 per cent, 
of the State record apportionment 
of $14,830,173 for the 1940-41 school 
year. 

Income Decreasing. 

Baron pointed out that the in- 
come of St. Louis schools, includ- 
ing revenue from local school taxes, 
had decreased $2,078,673 during the 
10-year period, due to a reduction 
in taxable property in the city. Lo- 
cal school tax revenues generally 
have fallen off throughout * the 
State, and although the loss in rev- 
enue in rural districts has been re- 
placed by State grants, the loss to 
city schools has never been offset 
by State aid. 

Figures were presented at the 
hearing to show that St. Louis re- 
ceives a total of 12 cents in State 
aid for each dollar collected in local 
school taxes. In contrast, Ozark 
County receives $8.79 in State 
grants for each dollar collected lo- 
cally for support of its schools. 

Baron was asked by a committee 
member why St. Louis did not in- 
crease its 85-cent school levy to ob- 
tain additional revenue, pointing 
out the school tax in many rural 
districts is as high as $2.50. Baron 
replied that the 85-cent levy in St. 
Louis, where property valuations 
are high, produces as much rev- 
enue, comparatively speaking, as 
the higher rates levied elsewhere 
in the State. 

Rural Opposition. 

Rural school officials bitterly 
opposed the measure as an attempt 
of “wealthy city schools to raid the 
State school funds at the expense 
of the country schools.” Speakers 
declared it was wnfair to take 
money from rural school teachers 
earning $450 to $550 a year to give 
to city teachers earning $1000 to 
$4500 a year. 

The committee will hold another 
hearing on the bill next Wednes- 


y. 

Despite protests that the measure 
involved a subterfuge and would 
open the way for a raid on the 
State Treasury, the House today 
perfected a bill which would im- 
crease the salaries of county super- 
intendents of schools for acting as 
county supervisors of school trans- 
portation. It will go on the calen- 
dar for passage. 

The bill carries a graduated 
schedule of salaries for these “ad- 
ditional” duties imposed upon the 
superintendents; ranging from $375 
a year for superintendents in coun- 
ties with less than 7000 population, 
up to $795 a year for superintend- 
ents in all counties with more than 
70,000 population. 

Under the bill each superintend- 
ent would be designated as super- 
visor of school transportation and 
would receive the salary increase 
for the additional duties. 

The bill was introduced by Rep- 
resentative H. P. Lauf, Jefferson 
City, Democratic majority floor 
leader; Speaker Morris Osburn 
(Dem.), Shelby County, and Joe H. 
Miller (Rep.), Carroll County. 

Senator Phil M. Donnelly, chair- 
man of the Senate Education Com- 
mittee, announced last night the 
committee was holding for further 
study the bill to establish a retire- 
ment system for teachers and other 
school employes in St. Louis. 

He asserted the committee 
lwanted to be certain the bill is ac- 
tuarially sound and workable and 
that sponsors of the measure would 
probably be recalled to furnish ‘ad- 
ditional information on the legisla- 
tion. He indicated, the bill might

Four Main Divisions: OPM, 
Price Contro!, Home and 
Economic Units, Under a 
Co-ordinator. 


WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt has under 
consideration an administrative re- 
alignment which would centralize 
national defense agencies under 
the Office of Emergency Manage- 
ment, it was learned today. There 
would be four main divisions: 

1. The present Office of Produc- 
tion Management. 

A price-control agency. 

3. A home defense section. 

4. An economic defense unit. 

The process of consolidating all 
defense activities outside of War 
and Navy departments is already 
under way, informed officials re- 
port. They say Roosevelt probably 
would appoint an active director 
soon for the Office of Emergency 
Management to facilitate matters. 

Co-ordinator to Be Chosen. 

This man would not be a “defense 
czar,” they explained, but a de- 
fense co-ordinator whose chief job

N spite of all that has happened

public opinion, for whatever they 
are worth, show little if any in- 
crease in the willingness of our 
people to go to war. -The_ per-

Yet, a poll among Washington 
correspondents, policy-making Fed- 
eral officials and certainly among 
army and navy officials would, in 
the opinion of most observers, show 
a similar majority opinion that we 
will be in the shooting front of this 
war before the summer is out and 
perhaps much sooner. Of course, 
no such poll could or should be 
taken, except perhaps among the 
newspaper men. To that extent, 
the latter statement is a guess, but 
it is a good guess. When, after 
talking with dozens of such per- 
sons, you can find no one of a 
contrary opinion and” no one who 
knows of any important contrary 
opinion, it is a fairly certain sign 
that’persons of any different be- 
lief are few and far between. 


This is a remarkable situation, 
probably without precedent. It 
has been almost an axiom in the 
past that you can’t take a democ- 
racy into a war against the will 
ef large segments of its people or 
that if it could be done, it ought 
not to be done because of the weak- 
ness of disunity. This principle 
seems to have little bearing today. 
The saying is: “Oh, they'll come 
along. They did in 1917 when the 
country had just voted for Wilson 
because he kept us out of war and 
when, at the beginning, certainly 
half of the people didn’t want 
war.” 

That is also a good guess, al- 
though it is nothing more than a 
guess. But President Roosevelt 
has shown more ability to direct 
popular opinion than any leader 
we ever had, and the sequence of 
events points in the direction of 
war. 

There is good ground for believ- 
ing that the present presidential 
vacation is to make decisions in 
quiet surroundings for the crisis 
in world affairs that certainly lies 
not more than 60 days ahead—the 
tightening blockade of Britain and 
the possible assault across the 
channel, Hitler’s decision about the 
Balkans, Japan’s decision in the 
Pacific, and Russia as to- Turkey 
and the Dardanellés. Never was 
there a more anxious moment. 

In the question of ocean con- 
voys by our navy of American- 
financed aid to Britain lies the 
surest, swiftest path toward war 
for us. The logic of the convoy 
proposal is hard to beat. This 
vast armament in our hands is 
valuable for our own defense. In 
British hands it aids in our de- 
fense. At the bottom of the At- 
lantic it aids only the Nazis. Are 
we spending billions for Hitler to 
sink? 

It is true that it remains to be 
seen how much he can sink with- 
out our intérvention. But if he is 
even reasonably successful, what 
do we do? Some advocates of 
convoys say: “Oh, we don’t need 
to go to war over the sinking of 
a few escort vessels any more than 
we went to war when the Jap- 
anese destroyed the U. 8. S. Pa- 
nay.” There isn’t much in that. 
The Japanese claimed that was an 
accident and paid indemnities, If 
the Germans fire on our flag, sink 
any part of our navy and kill our 
sailors, it won’t be any accident 
and can’t be disavowed. That 
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retary of the Navy Knox, whom he 
represented on his unofficial mis- 
sion.

There is a danger and whatever 
we do we must recognize that the 
danger of attack exists.”

No Negotiated Peace. 


Lord Halifax insisted, indeed, that 
Britain is fighting for “certain 
principles that are essential to life 
as we wish to live it” and these 
turn out to be the Jewish-Hellenis- 
tic-Christian principles that are 
indeed the foundation of modern 
occidental democracies. And he 
stressed the fact that there is “no 
inch of common ground between 
those who accept or reject these 
principles.” : 

Therefore, Britain will never ac- 
cept Hitler’s “new order” which, at 
least for the time being, he has 
come so close to realizing on the 
European continent. This obvious- 
ly, means’ no peace with Hitler or 
the Nazis; it is a rejection of the 
“negotiated peace” idea which still 
finds champions even in Washing- 
ton.

HE monotony of British broadcasting 

was sharply broken last week by Com- 

mander Archibald R. J. Southby’s re- 
buke to best-selling novelists and others 
who want to distract our attention from the 
urgent task of beating Hitler, by discussing 
war aims, social problems and similar ir- 
relevancies. 

His argument was simple. He said, quite 
truly, that there is an almost unanimous 
determination to stand up to Hitler; we can 
rely on ourselves (our rules, presumably?) 
to display the same fine qualities in making 
the peace after the war. That is all we 
know or need to know. The public needs 
no argument and discussion; it needs “to 
be cheered up and jollied along.” 

We cannot hope to explain to the gallant 
Commander how profound are his miscon- 
ceptions, how little he knows about the 
thoughts or the conversations of common 
soldiers, factory workers, or of women wait- 
ing in queues for a rabbit or a bit of cheese 
that may or may not be available. He moves 
He would not wish to 
damage morale; that he did so, is, we believe, 
beyond question. . 

First, Commander Southby should know 
that the demand for war aims does not 
come primarily from novelists and intellec- 
tuals, but from hard-pressed individuals in 
the Ministry of Information and in the serv- 
ice departments who have watched with 
emotion, at times nearly reaching despair, 
Hitler’s brilliant use of the propagandist 
weapon and our failure to forge for our- 
selves a psychological sword as sharp as 
his own. 

Commander Southby apparently belongs to 
the old school of service men who think 
that wars are still won just by having more 
soldiers than the enemy. We would remind 
him that Hitler defeated the French army 
of 5,000,000 men, suppdésed to be the best in 
the world, with a force that certainly did 
not amount to more than 250,000,

French propaganda at once obliged Hitler 
by threatening the partition of Germany, 
and Britain makes no reply when the 
Fuehrer tells his people that a German de- 
feat would mean starvation and enslave- 
ment. If we offer economic stability and 
prosperity, a good many people on the Con- 
tinent—and in this country—would like to 
know about it. It would be good propa- 
ganda—if the offer was real. 

Thirdly, Hitler wished to establish the 
conception of himself as leader of the New 
Order of Europe, which meant a permanent 
peace for its luckless inhabitants. Britain 
was to appear as the warlike nation. To 
counter that conception, Britain has so far 
offered nothing but the appeal to national 
independence under precisely the same types 
of rulers who muddled their people into war 
and failed to give them either peace or pros- 
perity before it. . 


There is another reason why Commander 
Southby’s broadcast was depressing to those 
who wish to defeat the Nazis. 

Millions of people in this island remem- 
ber that the party to which Commander 
Southby belongs was by no. means hostile 
to Hitler only a few years ago; it regarded 
him as a bulwark against Bolshevism, and 
it destroyed quite deliberately the organ- 
ization set up after the last war to prevent 
this one. They know that though Hitler 
precipitated the war, it was largely the fault 
of Britain and France that Hitler ever came 
to power and that, when Mussolini could 
have been ejected, it was Conservative policy 
to bolster him up. . 

You cannot “jolly” people into forgetting 
that war has causes and that the causes 
will not be removed merely by bombing 
Germany more severely than Germany 
bombs us. 

The social processes that led to war ex- 
isted in peace, and the kind of peace that 
will follow this war is being determined by 
the thoughts in men’s minds as they listen 
to the wireless today. You cannot “jolly” 
people into forgetting that there is a food 
shortage or that the promises of great so- 
cial changes in this war are not being ful- 
filled, nor are people so ignorant as to be- 
lieve that their rulers.are not thinking a 
great deal about the period after the war. 

It is a good and simple plan this. The 
soldier who may die on the field of battle, 
the woman who spends her day collecting 
food for her children, people who have lost 
their homes and who are billeted amongst 


strangers, the mass of.the population which

to the wireless—none of 
base» 0 to think about war aims or social 
or the world that is to come after 
the war. They are just ‘to trust that there 
will be pie in the sky when they die; that 
next time there will be homes for heroes.

LUMBER WAS 
AT BARRACKS OVER 
PROTEST ON GRADE 


Better Business E Bureau As- 
serts 115,000 Feet Were 
Inferior Because of Fun- 
gus and Moisture. 


Green lumber was delivered to 
Jefferson Barracks before it had 
dried and was used in construction 
of barracks, mess halls, officers’ 
quarters and an infirmary over the 
protest of the Better Business Bu- 
reau, Harry W. Ric’ “ ~al man- 
ager, disclosed yesterday at the bu- 
reau’s annual meeting at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, 

W. W. Pate, lumber inspector for 
the bureau, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he had examined t 
half of a shipment of 1,000,000 
board feet of yellow pine, inspect- 
ing 30,000 feet in detail for grade 
and moisture, On the basis of his 
examination, he estimated about 
115,000 feet of lumber in the ship- 
ment was off-grade because of high 
moisture content or fungus growth. 
His findings were corroborated 
by an inspector for the Robert W. 
Hunt Co., engineering firm em- 
ployed by the Better Business Bu- 
reau to check ‘its information. 

Reply to Protest. 

In reply to letters and telegrams 
from Riehl! protesting against the 
use of the off-grade lumber, W. H. 
Harrison, in the Office of Produc- 
tion Management in Washngton, 


iwrote: 


“We have made inquiries to the 
War Department and are informed 
some lumber was delivered which 
had excessive moisture content. The 
Quartermaster, in 
charge for the army at the post, 
rejected three carloads for this rea-| , 
son. As far as we know, there has /, 
never been any question regarding 
the grade of lumber—it has con- 
formed with the specifications.

As near as we can de- 
termine, the inspection has been 
thorough and satisfactory in every 
respect.” 
L. W. Smith, assistant in the 
lumber and forest products divi- 
sion of the Advisory Commission 
to the Council of National Defense, 
informed Riehl in a_ telegram: 
“Green lumber delivered on Fed- 
eral jobs should be rejected by the 
purchasers if the specifications call 
for dry lumber.” 
Pate said the Government speci- 
fications for the Jefferson Barracks 
construction called for lumber with 
moisture content not over 19 per 
cent. 
Inspected Carload. 
Pate examined a carload of lum- 
ber being unloaded at the Barracks 
Jan. 20 and found miscellaneous 
pieces of lumber were all above 24 
per cent in moisture content. Steam 
came from the door when it was 
opened, he said. After finishing 
his inspection, his hands were black 
with resin, a good indication that 
the lumber was never dried, Pate 
said. 
Pate and Harry Gieger, inspector 
for the Robert W. Hunt Co., in a 
report Dec. 31 on spot checking of 
lumber at the Barracks, wrote: 
“Practically all pieces in a stack 
of 5000 feet of lumber were infected 
by fungi advanced to the point 
where rot had penetrated as much 
as one-eighth of an inch.” Another 
stack of 1800 feet of lumber was 
found to be about 75 per cent in- 
fected. A third was 95 per cent 
infected, they said. 
Gieger accompanied Pate on an 
inspection of buildings under con- 
struction Feb. 5. Gieger reported 
there was fungus on about 10 per 
cent of the lumber in a warehouse 
under construction; about 380 per 
cent of the pieces of lumber in an 
infirmary building. were infected; 
about 90 per cent in another in- 
firmary, and about 50 per cent of 
the lumber was partly to seriously. 
infected. in a mess hall. 
Describes Bureau’s Work. 

Pate has been a lumber inspec- 
tor 12 years and formerly was em- 
ployed by the Southern Pine Asso- 
ciation. 
The work of the Better Business 
Bureau in protecting consumers 
and investors ‘was related by Riehl 
in an illustarted lecture before 
more than 1000 members and guests, 
the largest attendance at an an- 
nual meeting of the bureau. In the 
audience were pupils, teachers and 
administrators of 50 schools. 

Riehl related a shopper employed 
by the Better Business Bureau 
bought a hat for $1.88 and 20 min- 
utes later another shopper em- 
ployed by the bureau bought the 
identical hat for $3.50 in the same 
store. The reason for the differ. 
ence in prices, Riehl said, was that 
salespersons receive higher com- 
missions if they can sell the same 
article at higher prices, whatever 
the traffic will bear. 
Alert newspaper censorship is ef- 
fective in eliminating misleading 
advertising, Riehl continued. ‘Less 
than 1 per cent of all advertising 
in St. Louis newspapers is inaccu- 
rate, he asserted. 
“Scare buying” by consumers 
frightened at the prospect of high- 
er sugar prices at the beginning 
of the war cost them $42,000,000. 
he pointed out. The price went up 
5 cents a pound shortly after the 
war began in September, 1939, but 
was back to its normal level in 
May, 1940.

BOOK just off the presses of 


Dorrance & Co., Philadelphia, ~ 


is by an author I know very 
well. He is. my brother, Philip 
Martyn, although he prefers to be 
known as P. T. Martyn. 
The book, called “The Petrified 
Cloud,” is a story running to some 


60 pages, written entirely in rhyme. ‘ 


Good rhyme and meter, too, if you 
ask me. It is pure fantasy, having 
a plot that never was thought of 
on land or sea, but it develops some 


quaint, amusing characters and‘ 


some humorous as well as highly 
imaginative situations. 


This author writes even moré 
readily in verse than in prose, 
which is ever a marvel to me. If it’s 
only a note or a letter he has to 
write, he just mounts Pegasus and 
gallops away. : 

It is not by any means the first 
of his poems to be published, but 
it is his first book length effort 
and the first to appear under his 
own name. Short prose, paragraphs, 
epigrams, poems, some real poetry 
and doggerel, generally in humor- 
ous vein, have appeared in any 
number of newspapers and maga- 
zines, but always under a pen 
name. Usually he chooses to be P. 
M. Thomas. For some reason 
known only to himself he has not 
wished to be known among his as- 
sociates as aspiring to be a ‘poet.

Apple Butter Nut Cake. 

One and three-fourths cups all- 
purpose flour, one teaspoon soda,

Sift flour, measure, and resift 
twice with soda and salt. Cream 
shortening thoroughly and beat in 
the sugar creaming until light and 
fluffy.

Beat in 
sifted dry ingredients and stir in 
hot apple butter. Bake in a well 
greased layer cake pan (8 by 8 by 2 
inches) which is lined on the bot- 
tom with greased wax paper. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees) 
for one hour. Remove to cake rack 
to cool 10 minutes before removing 
from pan, Serve hot or cold, | 
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LAMB SHANKS AND VEGETABLES MAKE AN ECONOMICAL 


AND FILLING STEW. 


HOOSE lamb shanks or “trot- 

ters” for a filling and economic- 

al stew. A small sized shank 
is a generous serving for one per- 
son. The larger sized shanks will 
serve two. : 

Dredge the shanks in flour and 
brown them on all sides in a small 
amount of shortening. Season with 
salt and pepper and add about 
one-half cup of hot water. Cover 
the pan and cook over low heat 
until the meat is almost tender.

andeone-half hours. Then add the 
prepared vegetables, season’ with 
salt, cover the pan and cook until 
tender.

Driver With 
Bad Vision Is 
Road Menace

UTOMOBILE accidents, 

which cause more than 30,000 

deaths a year in the United 
States, are due, in most cases, to 
carelessness, impatience and tak- 
ing chances. .A certam number 
are due to eye defects in drivers 
and these have been catalogued by 
Dr. Conrad Berens of New York 
City after prolonged study. 

A California study showed that 
20 per cent of all motorists in- 
volved in fatal accidents had a low 
visual aquity in one eye and that 
none of them knew it. Dr. Berens 
catalogues visual requirements for 
motorists as follows: 

Visual acuity — should have 
20-40 in one eye with or without 
correcting lenses provided there is 
no active eye disease; 20-200, or 
better, in the other. For persons 
who do not come up to this require- 
ment a limited license is recom- 
mended. , 

Visual fields—Field for motion to 
70 degrees temporally in each eye 
as tested with 5 mm. test object and 
seven foot candles of illumination. 

Judgment of distance — All driv- 
ers should be able to touch a white 
ball brought down in front of 
them from above at a distance 
of three feet, four out of five 
times. If the applicant cannot pass 
this test his speed should be lim- 
ited to 30 miles per hour at night 
and 40 miles per hour during the 


Color vision — Normal percep- 
tion of red, green and yellow. 

Light sense — Drivers should 
have rapid adaptation to dark- 
ness after adaptation to light. The 
threshold for light difference 
should be normal. | 


Binocular vision—Normal binoc- 
ular vision at six meters with 
the Worth test or one of its modi- 
fications. If tests for binocular 
vision cannot be performed accu- 
rately either because of binocular 
instability or the,fact that one eye 
is totally or partially blind, a lim- 
ited license should be given, limit- 
ing the speed to 40 miles per hour 
during the day and 3 miles per 
hour at night. 


Motor anomalies — That is. to. 


say, trouble with the external 
muscles of the eye. These can be 
tested by a technical test too com- 
plicated to describe here but if an 
applicant cannot pass this test he 
should be given a limited license. 

The one-eyed driver is a par- 
ticular problem. He should never 
have more than a limited license 
to drive a car.

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Four Hardy Trappers Traveled Ten Miles Over Rough Terrain to Bring Injured Pilot to Safety — Wrong Return 


Capt. Joseph C. Mackey 


This is the last of three articles 
by Capt. Mackey, pilot and only sur- 
viver of a military plane, flying from 
Canad# to England, which crashed 
in the wilderness of Newfoundland on 
Feb. 21, killing his three companions, 
among them Sir Frederick Banting, 
noted Canadian scientist and co-dis- 
coverer of insulin. 


IM ALLISON started to climb. 

Never for a minute did he 

leave sight of me. Up and up 
he climbed to get altitude and send 
his wireless messages clear. But he 
circled round and round and never 
left sight of the spot. In what 
seemed only an instant, planes came 
fygm all directions as Allison’s sig- 
nals were picked up. I was beside 
myself. Planes came rushing and 
diving, and the first thing they 
dropped was a sleeping bag. The 
second Was a box of provisions with 
an ax strapped to it. Food, cloth- 
ing, bedding, medical kits, tools, 
Saws, came raining down out of 
the sky as a regular air show de- 
veloped around me. 

Despite my almost hysterical con- 
dition, I realized they did not know 
the tragic truth; that they were 
raining down supplies for four 
men and here was only one. So I 
threw off my- snowshoes and 
tramped out the big 50-foot let- 
ters, “Joe.” I was a sky writer by 
profession and I made the letters 
big and deep. “Joe,” I wrote. And 
then I tramped out “three dead.” 

I was losing hold of myself after 
all my great determination to 
make a plan and a design. When 
rescue came, it was more than I 
could meet. One of the cases of 
food they dropped burst open afd 
flung its canned goods ahead like 
a bomb. There was 4 can opener 
amongst the goods, and canned 
pineapple juice. I drank one can 
without stopping. Then I ripped 
open a second can and drained it. I 
never tasted anything so glorious 
in all my life. 

But now I was exhausted and 
trembling from the rushing about. 
And I knew that the job was far 


from done. They could not dare 
land. I tried to figure out how I 
could run in front of them if any 
of them tried to land in that deep 
snow that would turn them over. 
How long would it be before the 
actual help could arrive? 

I opened the sleeping bag, laid 
it out beside my toboggan. and 
crept into it. I did not xnow that 
less than two miles away, one of 
the planes had dropped a note 
down to two Newfoundland trap- 
pers, I. did not know that as I 
crawled into the sleeping bag there 
were coming over those ridges and 
cliffs and gullies of snow and rock 
two of the greatest men I have 
ever known, on snowshoes, flying 
like the wind. 

x * * 

ANY curious and almost eerie 
I tectors enter into the story of 

my rescue. Except for these 
wholly unplanned - factors, our 
wrecked plane in the wilds of New- 
foundland might not have been 
found for months, or even years; 
perhaps never. 

Despite my determination to 
fight my way out to the railway, 
25 miles distant, it is only now I 
realize how slim were the chances 
of my success. For already the in- 
fection which was later found in 
my head wounds had set in. After 
a day or two it is more than prob- 
able the infection would have ren- 
dered me an easy victim to the 
wilderness’ power of cold and pri- 
vation. On the 25-mile journey I 
was already embarked on, I had 
gone a pitiful 300 yards when my 
rescue came, 

The first of these curious factors 
was the sea marker. A sea marker 
is a sort of flask of aluminum pow- 
der which is carried by all planes 
crossing water, for the purpose of 
estimating an airplane’s drift. We 
drop the flask onto the water and 
the aluminum powder spreads in 
a bright patch, which we watch to 
calculate the amount of our drift 
in the air. I had six of these sea 
markers in my plane when we 
crashed. Five of them burst on the 
impact. When I waked from un- 
consciousness and looked around 
the plane that first hour, the whole 
scene was one weird and ghostly 
spectacle of silvery aluminum, 
Everything was powdered with it, 


‘the wreckage itself, the figures of 


my companions. 

Though the plane was badly 
wrecked, by some miracle the cabin 
lights, fed by battery, still glowed. 
And all shone in this strange un- 
earthly glare of the aluminum from 
the five burst sea markers. Dur- 
ing that unforgettable first night 
when Sir Frederick tried so des- 
perately to communicate something 
to me, he and I and all about us 
were bathed in that silvery glare. 

Yet it was the one unbroken sea 
marker that brought about my 
plane rescue. For it was not the 
wreckage of the plane that Jim 
Allison saw when he passed over 
‘me. It was not I, plowing along 
with my toboggan. It was a black 
streak on the snow. 

The third day, when. cushions, 
life preservers and other things 
had failed to make a smoke fire, 
I had taken this one unbroken sea 
marker over to my rock and burst 
it on the stone in the hope that 
it would make a silver shine on the 
rock. The wind took the powder 
and flung it out from the rock on 
the snow in a long streak. What 
looks like silver on the sea looks 
black on snow. It was that queer 
black streak that caught Jim Alli- 
son’s eye when he flew over, It 
was that streak that caused him 
to bank steeply and turn and look. 


Then he saw the wreckage, the tail . 


of the plane sticking out of the

snow. And on his second circle, 
he saw me, 300 yards away, waving. 

It was the Newfoundland wind 
that made that mark on the snow. 
And there was one more strange 
factor of my rescue. Jim Allison, 
who saw that wholly accidental 
mark in the snow, had no busi- 
ness being where he was at that 
moment. For three days, a thor- 
ough check had been made by all 
planes searching for us. I had 
seen several of these planes pass 
very near; yet my signal fires had 
failed. This fourth day, Jim, along 
with all the others, had been as- 
signed new territory to cover. But 
there on the ground was I, full of 
the hunch that Jim Allison would 
find me; and there in the air was 
Jim Allison, full of the hunch that 
I was somewhere in the area al- 
ready covered. 

He had declined to move to a 
new area and was making a slow 
criss-cross of the area already cov- 
ered; moving one-half mile west 
with each leg of his search. When 
he passed over me the first time, 
when I had decided how hopeless 
Was any rescue from the air and 
started on my long journey, he had 
already been several hours in the 
air. When he returned, he was a 
little distance westward, and saw 
that mysterious black streak on 
the snow. 


Two miles away, one of the many 
planes that gathered had spotted 
two men hauling a sled across a 
lake. These were Walter Hicks 
and Dalton Abbott of Musgrave 
Harbor. On their sled they had 
about 50 rabbits they had trapped 


during their week away from the: 


village. Two miles father away, fol- 
lowing a lake shore to check over 
their snares, were two other com- 
panions, Harold Hicks and Tobias 
Moland. These men had surmised 
that there was something strange 
happening because of all the air- 
craft they had seen in recent days. 
But they had no word of the wreck. 

Down on Walter Hicks and Dal- 
ton Abbott dove a plane and 
dropped them a message, telling 
them that two miles away, in the 
direction indicated: by the flight of 
the plane, was a wrecked plane and 
men in need of help. From what 
I have since learned, Hicks and 
Abbott simply dumped all their 
rabbits, guns and gear off their 
sled and started. On their snow- 
shoes, they must have flown across 
the ridges and gullies intervening, 
fdllowing the sounds of the planes 
diving and circling above where I 
lay. — 

I lay in my bedroll while the 


planes roared overhead. Over the 


ridges and rocks and the endless 
spruce tops sped these. two men 
dragging their empty sled. It 
could not have been 15. minutes 


the situation and made their plans 
for my rescue, 

In the wreckage they had seen 
the bodies of my companions. I 
was a ghastly sight. My head was 
bound with blood-caked bandages, 
the injuries to my nose had bled 
down and I had feared to remove 
the dried blood. But with inde- 
scribable tenderness they made sure 
of my condition, and almost before 
I could understand what was tak- 
ing place one of them was speed- 
ing off on his snowshoes to get his 
other two companions, while the 
other took his ax and went into 
the bush nearby. 

It could hardly have been five 
minutes before the one returned 
dragging three trees with him, 
which he proceeded to cut’ to poles 
to lash to their sled for a stretcher, 
all the while speaking to me soft- 
ly and reassuringly that they would 
get me out. Not one instant did 
they waste in any idle questions 
or curiosity. That to me was a 
marvel, the furious and direct ac- 
tion of these men. 

I have since learned much about 
Newfoundland and its people. I 
know they have lived in simplicity 
and strength on the sea and be- 
side it for centuries. They have 
known trouble and danger and dis- 
aster all their lives .and they meet 
it with courage and action. They 
gauged that here was a wreck four 
days old, with three men dead and 
one man remaining. And their 
job was to get me out.

HILE the one prepared the lit- 
Wis three-foot sled with poles 

for a stretcher to bear me, the 
other returned in what surely was 
lessthan halfan hour with his two 
companions, Harold Hicks and To- 
bias Moland. Without a single in- 
stant’s delay they set to like sail- 
ors in a storm to lift me and lash 
me aboard the sled. I asked them 
to go and pick up some of the 
things the many rescue planes had 
dropped. I told them to help them- 
selves rather than waste all this 
stuff. But they told me they would 
take only the very minimum of 
what was required for the journey, 
with énough to last them over- 
night in case we had to camp out. 

It was just about noon Jim Al- 
lison spotted me. You can figure 


for yourself how these men worked 


when I tell you that it was just 2 
o’clock when we started off on the 
sled—they had been located, had 
come to find me, had returned for 
their companions, had cut the poles 
and prepared me for the journey, 
all in less than two_ hours. 

.One of the Hicks brothers as- 
sumed command of the expedition. 
I shall hear his voice to my dying

In my sleeping bag, I was lashed 
aboard the little sled fixed up with 
poles.to support me. The runners 
cut deep in the , and these 
four men did not haul me but liter-

stump, but not once did they up- 
set me, not once did they hurt me 


a 


or permit any slightest harm to 
come to me. They had to cut 
trails through gullies, over ridges. 
They had to lift me over wind- 
falls. 

“Make Smith’s Pond before 
dark,” endlessly urged the leader 
of the four. Because, as I learned 
after, they had a trail cut from 
Smith’s Pond into the village of 
Musgrave Harbor. And make 
Smith’s Pond we did, just before 
dark, where nearly 50 men from 
Musgrave Harbor met us. 

I understand my flying friends 
in the rescue planes gave Musgrave 
Harbor a fright. They had come 
diving furiously dropping messages 
and leaflets, and for an instant 
Musgrave Harbor thought there 
was a bombing attack in progress. 
But that wonderful little communi- 
ty, completely shut off, except by a 
radio station, from all the world, 
went into action to the last person. 

It was just dark when we ar- 
rived at Smith’s Pond and met 
the big rescue party coming out. 
They had sleds and implements of 
every sort. You would suppose our 
exhausted party would have stopped 
on meeting these friends, in order 
to discuss the news. What I never 
can forget is that when our par- 
ties met, we plowed straight on. 
As we went, the newcomers ran 
beside us. 

It was about 11 p. m. that we 
arrived in Musgrave Harbor. It 
was only about 2 a. m., three hours 
later, that this larger party, fol- 
lowing our trail in and out, re- 
turned to Musgrave Harbor with 
the bodies of Sir Frederick, Snail- 
ham and Bird. Of such stuff are 
these Newfoundland men, 


It was rushed at once to the 
house of Mr. Frank Whiteway, J. 
P. where Nurse Parsons lives and 
has her medical office. Nurse Par- 
sons is the public health nurse and 
only medical authority in all this 
country for many miles, the nearest 
doctor being 50 miles away, with- 
out roads or other communication. 
Nurse Parsons took my injuries in 
hand immediately and put me to 
bed; and the following day, sus- 
pecting infection in my head in- 
juries, sent out by radio for an 
air force surgeon from the New- 
foundland air station. 

The kindness and consideration 
of everyone in the village was won- 
derful. Their service in honor of 
my dead comrades was most im- 
pressive and moving, before their 
departure by plane. 

I was most anxious that every ar- 
ticle of importance be returned to 
me for the authorities. I got every 
scrap of paper, every map and doc- 
ument, i valueless. bits of 
metal that some of the young 
ones had picked up as souvenirs. 
The instant I let it be known that 
I was anxious about papers and 


other items, however insignificant, 
it was amazing to me, who knows 
how in most parts of the world_a 
wrecked plane is torn to shreds in 
no time by sightseers, how this 
village acted in my behalf. 

A sensational event crashed into 
the quiet life of Musgrave Harbor. 
They handled it with courage and 
complete humanity. ‘

jump by parachute will always re- 
main a mystery. My orders to jump 
were given toSnailhamand were 
acknowledged. I did not give those 
orders until | was sure we were 
over the land. They were given 
at a normal altitude at which such 
orders are given, about 2500 feet. 

Whether they preferred to take 
their chance by riding on down with 
the ship, to jumping over what they 
knew to be at least the winter 
wilderness of Newfoundland, if not 
the ocean, is the merest specula- 
tion. .Anybody’s guess is as good 
as mine. It is my opinion now 
that if they had jumped they 
would have been saved.

With first round control. of the 
trump suit. West soundly decided to 
open his singleton club. He delib- 
erately refrained from laying down 
even one high heart, because he 
figured that he might have to un- 
derlead his hearts at a later stage 
to put East on lead for a club re- 
turn. His foresight was commen- 
dable and would have had a suc- 
cessful result with anything but 
a very wooden partner. 

Dummy’s club king won the open- 
ing lead and a spade was led to the 
king. West took his ace and prompt- 
ly led his lowest heart. West real- 
ized that, on the bidding, the de- 
clarer probably had no more than 
one heart, hence the only way to 
get East on lead would be to find 
him with the heart queen and 
make him take the first heart 
trick. West then could ruff a 
club return and, later, probably 
make a diamond trick for the de- 
feat of the contract. West also 
realized that he might be jeopard- 
izing the defense by underleading 
his hearts. There was a chance 
that East had the club queen in- 
stead of the heart queen and that 
straightforward defense would 
bring home one spade, one heart, 
one club, and one diamond. But 
East had played a very low club 
on the opening lead, hence it was 
improbable that he had the club 
queen, and this left the underlead 
of hearts as the only attractive 
line of defense. 

Perhaps East was astonished to 


find himself on lead with the heart ° 


queen, or perhaps he just did not 
know the implication of West's 
play. Whatever the reason, the 
fact remained that he made e stu- 
pid and ruinous return. Of all 
suits, he led back a heart! West’s 
expression was murderous as he 
saw the declarer ruff. Another 
trump lead took out West’s deuce 
and declarer spread the hand, gay- 
ly conceding one diamond trick. 

I would hesitate to use a hand 
such as this in my column were it 
not for the fact that I have seen 
this type of play manhandled on 
countless occasions. As a matter 
of fact, the East player in this 
case was reputedly far above aver- 
age, and the presumption is that, 
if he could make this error, many 
other players would do the same, 
Of course, there was no conceiv- 
able excuse for East’s heart re- 
turn. The fact that he was able to 
win the trick with the queen was 
indisputable evidence that West 
was underplaying the ace and king. 
Surely, he must have a good rea- 
son, and that reason hardly could 
be the desire to give East the 
pleasure of winning a trick that 
West himself could have won 
much more safely.
